The submission, however, may consist of the arguments in a previously filed appeal brief or reply brief or may simply 
consist of a statement that incorporates by reference the arguments in a previously filed appeal brief or reply brief 
In addition, a previously filed amendment after final may satisfy this submission requirement. American inventors

1.114. The PTO explained that since an RCE filing is a reply under 35 U.S.C. 132, the applicant may be 
entitled to patent term adjustment if the Office does not act on an application containing a request for 
continued examination under §1.114 within four months. See 35 US.C 1 5 4(b)(1) (A) (ii). Thus, the Office 
cannot delay action on RCE applications for three months to deteimine whether an information disclosure 
statement will be filed. The Office, however, is adopting provisions (§ 1.103(c)) for a limited suspension of 
action after the filing of a request for continued examination under § 1.114, for the applicant to obtain 
additional time (prior to the issuance of the next Office action ) to provide an information disclosure 
statement (or amendments, or an affidavit or declaration) after the filing of the RCE. See Notice of August
